ceremony in Germany," remarked an 
officer who is stationed at Fort Wayne. 
"Bore the recruit, after expressing his 
desire to serve Uncle Sam, is ushered

thousand there in called upon to repeat 
nfter the said officer the following oath, 
its solemn import marked by the cur- 
sory upward tendency of the irrespec- 
tive right hand: 'I do solemnly swear 
that I will bear true faith and alle- 
giance to tbo United States of America, 
and that I will serve them honestly and 
faithfully against all their enemies 
whomsoever, and that .1 will obey the 
orders of the president of tho United 
States and the orders of the officers ap- 
pointed over mo, according to the rules 
and articles of war. So help me God,' 
Signature to this oath makes him, with- 
out more ado, a full fledged soldier. 


"How different is the following cere- 


mony used in binding Germany's sol- 
diers to their kaiser: The young con- 
script is conducted to the church of the 
parish, in which he enlists, where he is 
first addressed by tho pastor on the sa- 
cred character and great import of the 
oath ho is about to take; then, the flag 
of his country and that of his battalion 
being placed on the altar, the embryo 
soldier is required .to place his left band 
on thfese flags, and raising his right to 
repeat the following oath: 'I swear be- 
fore God, who is all powerful, and who 
knows all-, that I will serve loyally and 
faithfully my very gracious sovereign 
under all circumstances. On land and 
sea, in pence and in war, and in all places 
I swear to seek only his good and to do 
everything to prevent injury to him. I 
swear to observe strictly the articles of 
war whioh have just been read to me. 
I swear tooboy all orders and to conduct 
myself as every courageous, honest sol- 
dier ought to do, delighting in fulfilling 
the duties that honor imposes upon me. 
As surely as God will aid me in gaining 
eternity through Jesus Christ. Amen I' 


"Is it not a serious question whether 


our simplicity in tho administration of 
a sacred oath does not defeat its very 
purpose? Wo in this free born American 
republic are justly proud of our sim- 
ple, 
unostentatious ways, marked by 


want of useless ceremony, and we, by 
onr example, daily administer rebuke 
to tho old world of the vanity of its 
ways, but lot us not carry this feeling 
too far. Human nature here, as else- 
where, is impressionable, and if an ob- 
ligation is rendered more binding by 
impressiveness wo should nothesitate to 
employ its necessary accompaniments 
even to tha 'fuss and feathers' employed 
by onr elders in tho sisterhood of na- 
tions. 


"The average American, unversed in 


patriotio lore, woefully ignorant of pa- 
triotio symbols, is constantly accused of 
want of devotion to his country, of too 
great individualism, too littlo national- 
ism. 
Let us hopa that this is not so; 


that our patriotism but lies dormant, 
awaititig^tho occasion whioh will call it 
into pi ay and'moke its existent strength 
emphatically evident to tho world. 


"In the meantime let the soldier 


swear by his country's beautiful em- 
blem. Fnrthermoro, lot the stars and 
stripes be displayed more often aud with 
more reverenco before the people at 
large. Nothing will contribute further 
to arouse our heterogeneous population, 
onr too largo disorderly element, the 
product of sordid, selfish individualism, 
to a renjizatioa of other more worthy in- 
terests; of a duty paramount to all oth- 
ers, yet so generally lost sight of, to a 
country that exists, to a flag that waves, 
on this side of the ocean. "—Detroit 
Free Press.

Sickly the people of the South, a great agri 


cultural community, have been from 
the commencement, steadfast sympa- 
thizers and friends of silver coinage. 
So it may be said of the southwest and 
onr great gold and silver producing 
regions, that these forces have not 
found a way to 'make their combined 
strength effective. 


In all the great battles in Congress 


on the silver question the Southern 
people while enthusiastic for silver 
have had that sympathy and enthusi- 
asm clouded with the dread of force 
bills or federal interference with their 
local self-government. Doubtful as to 
whether their safety depended upon 
an alliance with New York and the 
Bast for protection in their local affairs, 
or whether to go to the people of the 
West and Southwest, where nature 
points as their true friends and allies, 
caused them to hesitate upon the 
threshold of victory for silver. Fortu- 
nately,however,in the great battle over 
the force bill in the Senate, the senators 
of the West, and especially of the gold 
and silver mining states, in their oppo- 
sition to the measure, which resulted 
in its final overthrow and defeat has 
given assurance to the people of the 
South that their political reliance, both 
for safety of their home government 
and their prosperity on economic ques- 
tions, point to the West. We do not 
intend to draw sectional Hues, further

Blacksmith" and "The Wreck of the 
Hesperus" are almost as good m their 
nimbler sphere. "Excelsior," in the 
ame volume, voices the noble aspira- 
ions of youth and has been taken to 
heart by thousands of boys and girls.—
